The Chinese-built oil rig Scarabco 9 arrived off the 
shores of Cuba in January to begin a search for oil 
deposits in the deep waters of the Florida Straits. 

Billions of dollars in oil are estimated to lie olT the 
coast of the island nation, and the Cuban government 
is hoping to license it and reap the profits. First in an 
international lineup of oil companies to use the rig 
will he Spain's Repsol which plans to drill a well approximately 70 miles 
from Key West, Florida. As a result of the 20 1 0 Deepwater Horizon spill, there 
is plenty of resistance and division in the United States over the prospects of 
drilling in the Florida Straits, where the wells will be 1,000 feet deeper than 
Deepwaler Horizon's and where the powerful currents will mean disaster for 
the Florida coast if there is an accident. Furthermore, the embargo between 
the United States and Cuba would prohibit U.S. companies from responding to 
any sort of potential environmental di.sa.ster. What do you think? Should drilling 
be allowed in the Florida Straits, or do the risks far outweigh the benefits?

Tips for surviving an interior refit 



don't think much erf some of the "interior 
decorators" I've encountered in the yacht 
business. Whether they are incompetent or 
inflated by ego, their big ideas come easy 
when someone else must make them work. 
The interior designers 1 do respect know* the 
H difference between a boat and a beach house 
and don't become your wife's shopping pal. 
They are professionals designers like Sain 
Rowell. If you haven't heard of Rowell it's 

m 

because he's never wasted time banging his own 
drum — his focus has always been getting the job 
done. Though he's semiretired, I asked Rowell for 
a bit of advice on interior refits. 

Starting from scratch on a new build is always 
easier than a refit, Rowell says, because there are 
fewer unknowns. "When you start digging into a 
boat there will be surprises. It usually starts out 
with a small idea, say a bigger TV or additional 
freezer space," Rowell explains. "The carpenter 
starts cutting and discovers wires. He calls in 
the electrician and die next thing you know die 
electrical panel must be moved. If you want to 
control the budget, rule number one is to work 
with existing bulkheads and cabinetwork." Rowell 
has been called in on a number of interior design 
projects for the postmortem cleanup. "I've seen 
owners so disgusted that they sell the boat with 
the interior unfinished it's too bad and it's 
unnecessary/' Rowell says. 

Sensible owners set goals and a budget. If they 
are refreshing their existing boat il s often a short

aundry list carpet, window treatments, etc. 
Even personalizing a boat that is new to its owners 
can often be accomplished simply by updating the 
soft goods and accessories. Rowell suggests this 
can be done on a 60-footer for as little as $30,000. 
"Obviously if you spec custom stone counters, 
Italian leather, gold fixtures and new wood veneers, 
all bets are off." Rowell says that raising the bar 
in this fashion on a 60-fooler could easily drive 
interior refit costs to more than $100,000. 

While a fixed price for services and materials is 
nice, Rowell says cost-plus is more typical. This usually 
covers design hours and an agreed-upon markup for 
designer-supplied materials mid workroom time. 
A new build project usually begins with drawings, 
renderings and sample boards. Rowell takes the same 
approach with a large refit project, but on smaller 
ones, often a few horn's aboard with die client and 
some samples are enough to get things moving. "A lot 
of folks have a good idea of the bits and pieces they 
like — it's the designer's task to help integrate these 
ideas and visualize the complete boat/' 

Rowell insists it's important to find an interior 
designer who has experience with boats. "You 
might have the best residential interior designers 
in the world, but if they are unfamiliar with boats 
there could be problems." An appreciation for the 
weight of materials and their behavior in a marine 
environment is critical. Rowell remembers "fixing" 1 
one boat that had just undergone an expensive 
interior refit. "One of die fabrics the designer had 
chosen had metal rings and grommets - - it was just 
weeks old and the metal was corroding.'" Rowell 
also remembers a high-speed sport-fisher that 
churned its crystal and china to gravel. 

RowelFs first project was dressing up a custom 
tournament boat in the 1 980s. "She was typical of 
the day You could pretty much clean her interior 
widi a hose." His last custom project was a fish boat 
that cost well over $10 million. The trend has been 
toward overcomplication; however, some things 
never change. "Proven yacht interior design themes 
still look right on yachts," Rowell says. "Darker 
satin-finish teak and mahogany interiors were a 
traditional selection since they offer relief from the 
sun. High-gloss interiors can be blinding and shout 
out imperfections and wear." It's all about the details 
and finding an interior designer who gets it. □

How weight and its location influence your yacht's 
speed and handling. 




edical experts 
agree that it's not 
just how much you 
H m weigh. 

you carry that 
weight, that figures 
into your likeliliood 
of having health is- 
sues. For some rea- 
son, particularly if 
you are prone to being overweight, an apple-shape 
physique is far more dangerous than a pear-shape 
one. Armchair naval architects take notice; diere is 
a close analogy in yacht performance. 

Carrying a lot of extra weight aboard your vessel 
not only wastes fuel and money, but it also can be 
the death of good performance. It's bad enough for 
displacement craft, where the relationship between 
weight and fuel economy is roughly linear, but for 
planing craft too much extra weight can prevent 
die boat from planing at all. You could end up with 
a yacht that, instead of dancing across the water at 
30 knots, lumbers through it at 15 knots with all the 
grace of a hippo. 

Where that extra weight is carried is also critical. 
Like an overweight person, earning the additional 
pounds out front and higher up poses more risks 
than farther aft and lower down. In technical terms, 
designers refer to the vertical center of gravity 
(VGG) and longitudinal center of gravity (LGG) to 
put a specific value on these locations. 

A high VCG can pose a number of risks, the 
primary one usually being a reduction in transverse 
stability This is a double-edge sword too, for not only 
will the vessel roll more easily and to greater angles in

a given sea state, but it will also have a smaller range 
of positive stability meaning it is more prone to 
capsizing at lower rolling angles. The longitudinal 
stability, often overlooked, will also be reduced, so 
that pitching is exaggerated beyond what it should 
be. Likewise, die tendency toward broaching or 
pitchpoling increases. Even if die problem never 
rises to the level of a capsize or broach, you will 
still get a lot less enjoyment out of your yacht and 
w ill finish a day's run beat up from motions diat are 
considerably worse than they need to be. 

An LGG that is too far aft results in a bow- 
up running attitude and, in the extreme, may 
prevent planing. We've all experienced diis in an 
underpowered, overloaded skiff diat struggles along 
with the bow in the sky until someone moves to a 
forward thwart. Suddenly, the craft rides over the 
hump, levels out and doubles its speed. The same 
is true of large vessels, and the solution is basically 
the same: move weight forward to shift the LGG. 

An LGG that is too far forward has its 
disadvantages as well. A bow-down running altitude 
Is unattractive for sure, but more important, die boat 
will tend to be wet, shipping lots of spray across 
the windshield and bridge. In severe cases, the 
effects of dynamic instability — loss of directional 
control, laying to one side, bow diving, chine walking 
(transverse oscillation) and others will become 
evident. Like a high VGG, a forward-biased IX1G 
can also increase the tendency to broach. 

Now diat we know die problems of weight and 
location, and how to spot them, it's time to consider 
what can be done to avoid or cure them, f irst and 
foremost, try to keep the weight off. Put your yacht 
on a diet. As part of your spring commissioning 
this month, get rid of all the clutter that has 
accumulated over the course of the past season or 
two. If you won't use it for your next cruise, don't 
put it aboard, and that includes extra fuel and 
water. If you must cany an extra something or 
other, stow it below rather than on deck whenever 
possible, helping to keep your VGG in check. And 
keep a watch on your longitudinal trim, selectively 
burning off fuel and using water from different 
tanks as appropriate, and relocating equipment 
and spares, to avoid an LGG that's too far forward 
or too far aft. It's a bit of effort, but your yacht will 
reward you with better performance. □

t times, I can't help

#bow common to the J- 
Class and some other 
yachts styled in the classic idiom. As I studied the 
renderings of Bill Tripp's Arzana Navi 48m Fly- 
bridge Sloop, I realized that tills yacht doesn't need 
traditional overhangs to make her beautiful. Fifty 
years from now she will attract as many admirers as 
she does now — helping to redefine the term classic. 

Overhangs earned their chops during the 
so-called "golden age" 1 of sail early in the 20th 
century. A short length at the waterline, relative to 
the length overall, rated well, and when a yacht 
heeled to its optimum degree, die waterline grew 
long enough to increase her top speed. A sound 
argument for overhangs, but in that period, heavy 
displacement and the shape of the underbody 
shackled sailing yachts to a speed/length ratio of 
1.34. Proponents of classic yachts argue that these 
designs have a seakindly motion, and I agree, but 
designers now know how to distribute volume 
below the waterline in a way that gives yachts a 
comfortable motion while still exceeding the age- 
old ratio. Tripp is veiy good at this. 

In drawing the Arzana 48m, Tripp and his 
team have married the businesslike look of a 
racing yacht with the elegance of a modern 
cruising yacht. The nearly plumb stem and fine 
entry create the Arzana's racy persona. A subtle 
springiness in the sheer line, a short counter stern

and the arches anchoring the superstructure 
reveal her gender side. 

Research long ago proved that a circle commands 
more attention than any other shape (visit www 
.jwhthigrmigazme.com /dm?iedesigti to learn more about 
how we perceive shapes and proportions). We may 
reasonably assume that an ellipse and half of an 
ellipse also will appeal to the viewer. That notion 
didn't escape Volkswagen when the company 
designed the New Beede for introduction to the 
market in 1998. Nor has it slipped from Tripp's 
mind. The arches especially the longitudinal 
ones — appear to support the deckhouse, but 
visually, dieir lovely curvature tricks us into ignoring 
the vertical front and sides of die house. Removing 
the arches would likely make the superstructure 
seem like an afterthought. 

A Hying bridge on a sailing yacht often looks 
like an excrescence, growing like a wart from 
the superstructure. The flying bridge aboard the 
Arzana blends into the lines of the house so well 
thai it nearly disappears. Extending the roolline 
over the cockpit provides shelter from the sun, 
and at the same time, it gives die flying bridge a 
longer visual base and makes us ignore the abrupt 
terminus of the superstructure. 

Tripp has created a grand illusion in this design: 
He's made her appear to be smaller than she 
is when we see her from even a relatively short 
distance away and have no point of comparison 
nearby. Her excellent proportions are responsible. 
At rest in a mooring field or stcrn-to at the dock in 
company with other yachts, her tall rig and massive 
hull will shock us back to reality. 

Nautieally obsessed observers also will enjoy 
looking at the Arzana on the hard, cradled by her 
poppet stands. Her bottom transitions from a fine 
entry to softly elliptical sections amidships and 
then to Hatter sections in the run. The hull grows 
to maximum beam just abaft the keel. Tripp has 
distributed the volume below the waterline in a 
way thai reduces wave-making drag to a minimum. 
She won't beat the water into submission as much 
as she'll work with it to die benefit of speed and 
comfort. The world's oceans will be her playground; 
blow high, blow low. □

Horizon EP69 



is designed and built to explore 



the world's oceans in extreme comfort. By Capt. Ken Kreisler 



mere six years after 
CEO John Lu founded 
the Horizon Yacht Co. 
in 1987, the business 
was in the throes ofTai- 
wan's nasty recession. 
Lu, who has a degree 

#in naval architecture 
from the National Tai- 
wan Ocean University, 
determined that he had to adjust his company's target 
markets. With Europe, Asia and Australia showing 
up on I.u's radar screen, he also decided to enter llie 
large-y acht arena by launching an 80-footer in 1995. 

What followed over the next few years and 
continued into die next decade was a series of" high 
points. Lu established the subsidiary companies 
of Altech Composite and Premier Yachts. Altech 
manufactures hulls and superstructures, and Premier 
is dedicated to building megayachts. When Premier 
launched the 1 32-foot Miss Rose, die yard used the 
resin-infusion molding process, SCRIMP, milking 
her the largest one-shot SCRIMP-hull vessel in the 
world. And it is with that same progressive attitude 
that the company now offers its EP69, an expedition 
yacht widi much more dian a rugged exterior. 

From my first sighting of her on Seattle's Lake 
Union, the EP69's big red hull, Portuguese bridge 
and bulbous bow rekindled my nautical wanderlust. 

"The EP69 began life as the company's Bandido 
66," said Lex Mitchell of Horizons Seattle dealer, 
Emerald Pacific Yachts, "but as the design team timed 
it up, they added more space so that now she serves as 
die entry-level vessel to our lineup of expedition yachts

the swim platform. Getting aboard from die stem was 
salt' and easy. And once there, surrounded by all that 
beefy safety railing, I found convenient access up to die 
main deck using the wide stairways on either side or 
through die dog-latching door to the crew* quarters on 
the boat's centcrline. 

"One of the many aspects we really like about 
what we are able to offer is the yacht finish, both 
inside and out/ 1 Mitchell said as he opened the door 
and ushered me inside. 

If this was the start of being impressed with 
Horizon's ability to finish off the EP69s interior to 
yacht standards, the Taiwan-based builder had my 
attention. Even with the space's functional layout, 
its decor favored the elegant. The liilly found galley; 
seating area with dining table and plenty of stowage 
space lie to port. A head widi a shower and a two- 
berth stateroom ;u*e to starboard, all surrounded by 
beautiful cabinetry featuring outstanding joinery. 

A duck into the engine room just forward 
confirmed that Horizons workmanship parallels the 
vessel's mission: cruising in die open ocean, where 
the need to get things done in the most practical and 
time-sensitive way demands quick and easy access to 
all critical maintenance and machinery areas. I could 
not find any knuckle crunching, elbow smashing or 
forehead denting spaces that would prevent me from 
getting the job done. 



TEST CONDITIONS:

Topside, t lie mood definitely changes 
from practical elegance to tasteful 
sophistication, and on this particular 
EP69, thai was reflected in contemporary 
touches to die decor. Entering from the 
sizable afterdeck area outfitted with a 
proper transom seat, finely finished table 
and teak sole the salon offers wide-open 
spaces for creative decorating. 'We're a 
completely custom builder, and owners can 
furnish the boat out to individual tastes and 
needs," Mitchell said. 

The spacious salon has room for 
creative seating and entertaining areas 
and is available in a variety of woods and 
finishes. The galley offers an area with the 



kinds of culinary equipment and facilities 
that make food prep as basic or elaborate as 
the situation demands. And the pilothouse 
is as professional and well equipped as 
any; with fine woodwork all around, large 
windows forward and to die sides and a 
comfortable seating area to port. Below; 
there are three staterooms, three heads, a 
spacious forepeak and full-beam master 
stateroom, all with ample stowage, superb 
cabinetry and a roominess typically found 
on larger vessels. 

Access to the bridge deck i.s via a stairway 
from the afterdeck or the pilothouse, and 
once up tlieie, it's a hard place to leave. 
With cooking and serving facilities and a 




bar to port, a C-shape settee with a table 
to starboard and additional seating, this is 
a perfect spot for casual enterUuiiing. The 
helm is on the port side; ;u*t and to starboiuxl, 
there's room for a 12-foot tender with the 
davit mounted on die outboairi side. 

Out for a ride on die placid waters of 
Lake Washington, I recorded a stingy 
12 gph rate at just over 8 knots and a quiet 
59 decibels at the lower helm. And even at 
1 1 .2 knots, I registered a still-respectable 
30 gph burn. "We feel it's the land of 
vessel the trawl crawl" crowd is looking for. 
She slips easily into that 6-plus- to 8-knot 
speed widi very efficient fuel consumption 
for a boat displacing some 72 tons when 
light," Mitchell said. 

Oh, and if you're wondering what EP 
means, hang on, we're almost tiiere. You see, 
while I don't mind leaning on the dirotdes 
now and men, ;uid feeling die adrenalin 
rush of pushing a massive planing hull up 
out of die hole, I do have a very special place 
in my nautical heart for just taking it easy 
and having a strong, well-built vessel at my 
command. And that's where the oceangoing 
Horizon EP69 may come into play for like- 
minded mariners. You see, die EP stands for 
economical pilothouse. Getting away from 
the dock, and staying away for as long its is 
necessary; just got a lot easier. □

Sport Tender 310 



With the introduction of the 

Pursuit intends to chase a spot'in a growing market. 
By Jay Coyle 



remember when center-console designs be- 
gan to catch on in the early 1970s. Our fam- 
ily's first was a 20-footer about average 
for the time. It was a Swiss Army knife of 
boats - perfect for fishing, diving or simply 
sunset cruising. By the 1990s, towed center 
consoles were replacing traditional tenders 
as yachts grew larger and owners longed to 
remain close to die water. Now it's common 
to see boats like Pursuits new ST 310 on a 
leash following the lead of a large motoryacht. This 
is the market Pursuit had in mind when it penned 
the ST (Sport Tender) 310. 

As center consoles go, die 310 falls into what I 
consider a sweet spot for the breed, since it needs 
no more than two stout outboards to deliver first- 
rate performance. When it comes to outboards, size 
really does matter. Powering a planing boat with just 
enough horsepower can result in false economy, since 
smaller motors must work harder at higher ipm and 
may burn more fuel. Numbers matter as well. Two 
of anything mechanical usually lends to redundancy 
a plan B. Three of anything mechanical leads 
to more expense and complication. What's more, 
transmitting horsepower through a third lower unil 
adds drag and reduces efficiency. Ergo, the 310 s size 
is perfect for a twin-engine application. 

Pursuit's choice of Yamaha F300s is also right on 
target. These 4.2-lker four-stroke V-6s have the 
muscle to power the 310 at peiformance-boat 
speeds; however, at wiser throttle settings they are 
relatively efficient. I measured a top speed of 47.4 
knots at full tln*ottle, and the Yamaha electronics 
indicated a burn of 52.1 gallons per hour. I

recorded 26.8 knots at 3500 rpm and a fuel burn of 
16 gallons per hour not bad for an 8,890-pound 
(dry) ride. According to Pursuit's data, cruising at 
about this speed is optimum for the 310 and should 
yield 1.71 miles per gallon or a range of 100 miles 
from its 260-gallon fhel capacity. This Is more than 
enough to wander the Bahamas without visiting 
every fuel depot. 

I collected our data on the St. Lucie River in 
Stuart, Florida. While the conditions were not 
challenging, their was enough wind and chop to 
gain a feel for the 310 ? s ride. When easing it ahead 
it begins to transition to a plane at about 2500 rpm, 
exhibiting a modest degree of bow rise — Pursuit's 
numbers suggest a maximum of six degrees. If you 
put the throttles down hard it gets up and goes with 
dispatch. I noted maximum rpm in less than 15 
seconds. At speed, it runs cleanly, and its trim angle 
of 1 .5 degrees is perfect. The 3 1 0 has a steady track, 
and helm input is precise. I would opt to mount the 
Yamaha instrument display on the dash, instead of 
the overhead; it's easier on the neck. 

While die term dtrp-V is a popular marketing 
tool, the 310 5 s 21-degree transom deadiise is the 
real deal. Marketing director David Glenn recently 
delivered a 310 to a new owner in die Bahamas. 
The trip included a single day's run of 185 miles 
from Fort Pierce, Florida, to Chub Cay, Bahamas.

On the first 83-mile leg, Glenn crossed 
the Gulf Stream to West End, averaging 
about 28 knots in seas of two to four feet 
and 1 5-knot winds typical crossing 
weather. After clearing customs he 
pushed on to Chub, holding his speed in 
beam seas of four to six feet. Including 
the break in West End for paperwork, the 
trip look nine hours. 

The 310 has the sort of features that 
folks expect in a high-end center console. 
Its adjustable helm and dual companion 
seating provide good visibility and comfort, 
and its console has plenty of space for big- 
screen electronics. Our test boat's acrylic 
windscreen provided goo< i protection; 



however, safety glass is now standard — 
an improvement. Its cockpit area has aft- 
facing bench seating, a refrigerator and an 
insulated cooler. A tackle center, a livewell, 
a cutting board and a sink are designed into 
[he neath molded cabinetwork. A fish DOX 
in die sole is plumbed with a maeerator 
and drains overboard. The transom bench 
seat has a 39-gallon removable liner thai 
drains overboard. 

Forward, a door in the console allows 
access to a fixed marine sanitation device 
that is plumbed to a 20-gallon holding 
tank. A 20-gallon freshwater tank feeds 
the head's sink/shower and die cockpit 
sink. A seating area forward of the console 




is arranged around a table /sun pad insert 
that can be stowed out of the way in 
the console. There is rod stowage under 
the forward seating. A tidy anchor and 
windlass system are hidden in the bow 
and accessed through a foredeck hatch. 
The 310 is topped off with a powder- 
coated aluminum and fiberglass hardtop 
with integral lighting - very nice! 

Although the 310's layout and features 
are fairly typical, it is distinct. You can see 
and feel die difference in die detail. The 
interior of the livewell. lor example, has 
LED lighting and is finished in a fisl l-friendlv 
Oceania blue. Its one-piece resin-infused 
stringer and \veb-frame system not only 
lends to its strength but also complements 
the finished appearance of its bilges. 

The 310 is priced at $229,810, which 
includes a stylish hardtop and a pair of 
300-horsepower Yamahas. The short 
option list has a variety of gelcoat hull 
colors and a towing package widi a tow 
eye and a soft rub rail. 

To focus solely on the 3 10 ? s application 
as a yacht tender would be a mistake, since 
it is quite capable on its own, without a 
tow line. For those moving up or down in 
the market, it would be a great choice for 
fisl ling hands-on offshore, running to the 
islands or simply taking a sunset cruise. It 
is a perfect Swiss Army knife of a ride! □

ust 60 miles north of Seattle lies 
some of the best cruising in the 
country. Hundreds of miles of 
protected waters encompass the 
Salish Sea and the San Juan Is- 
lands, still the premiere destina- 
tion for Pacific Northwest yachts- 
men. The archipelago includes 
four islands served bv Washing- 
ton State Femes and 1 1 islands 
that are part of the state park system. If you have a 
boat, cruising here is still a great value. 

The heart of the region is the city of Friday 
Harbor on San Juan Island. The Port of Friday 
Harbor Marina accommodates 500 boats and 
has 150 slips dedicated to transient boaters. Port 
Manager Taini Haves w ill go mil < >F her w .i\ to make 
your experience a good one. The port will let you 
tie up for a maximum of four hours free of charge 
while you provision, do laundry and chores, etc. 
King's Market is only about three blocks from die 
marina, and you can arrange for a ride if your load 
is too large to cany The port has a great laundry 
facility adjacent to the customs office by far the 
cleanest I've ever seen. Boating sendees abound: 
Friday Harbor Marine Center (at the docks), Kings 
Marine, Jensen & Sons Boatyard and Marina and 
West Marine are all easy to access. 

Friday Harbor is a walker's dream, and there are 
plenty of things to do: two grocery stores, a pharmacy, 
the Whale Museum, whale-watching excursions, 
bike and kayak rentals and lots of fun shopping: 
Don't miss die local farmer's market on Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. in die courthouse parking 
lot for local crafts, freshly baked goods, vegetables, 
cheese and seafood. There are lots of options when 
it comes to dining. My personal favorites that are 
not to be missed include: Cask and Schooner Public 
House, Downriggcrs, Rocky Bay Cafe, San Juan Ice 
Cream Co., the Backdoor Kitchen, the Bean Cafe 
and die Doctor's Office Cafe. Come casual because 
the uniform du jour is usually fleece and jeans. 

San Juan Island is home to Pelindaba Lavender, 
a premier grower of lavender plants and seller of 
handcrafted lavender products. One of its products 
is Hydrosol, a virtually universal cleaner that I use on 
everything, from my iPad screen to the engine, from the 
galley to the head. Tliis product is remarkable, as well

I know folks 
that swear by it as an insect repellent Be sure 
to stop by Pelindaba's shop on First Street 

Friday Harbor is still a working port. 
You'll find barges moving goods through the 
islands, commercial and native fishermen, 
towing operators and various-size passenger 
vessels. It is important to know that most 
commercial traffic does not monitor 
Channel 16 since it is not required to when 
participating in VTS Vessel Traffic 
Service. You can reach it on Channel 13 
(bridge to bridge) or Channel 3A (VTS). 
Give diem a call; the pros will appreciate 
knowing your intentions and not having 
to second-guess what might happen. The 
W ashington State Ferries that ply the islands 
comprise the largest ferry Heel in the country. 

As die adage goes, it all comes down 
to location, location, location. Eight other 
marinas are within 10 miles of Friday 
Harbor. Washington marine state parks 
abound; eight parks are also within 10 
miles. My favorites are [ones Island, Reid 
Harbor at Stuart Island and Fossil Bay at 
Sucia Island. Tike the route less traveled, 
where there are plenty of anchoring 
options that are not frequented by charter 
boats and the masses. Looking to get away 
from the traditional marinas and state 
parks, locals often seek refuge in Indian 
Cove, McKay Harbor and Parks Bay. 
A few years ago I directed some friends 
to Indian Cove on the Fourth of July, 
and they were the only ones there. Just a 
caveat: Most of the land surrounding these 
anchorages is private, so be respectful, and 
although most texts insist that you have a 
scope of 7:1, you'll find that folks in the 
Northwest typically shorten to between 3: 1 
and 4: 1 once die hook is set. 



One of the wonders of cruising in the 
Salish Sea is the chance of coming upon 
Southern Resident killer whales. Orcas 
are an icon of Washington's marine world, 
but they arc classified as an endangered 
species by the U.S. and Canadian 
federal governments and by Washington 
state. The February 2010 population 
of 89 whales remains well below the 98 
whales recorded in 1995. Among the 
threats to the well-being of the orcas 
are the declining population of salmon 
(especially chinook salmon), exposure 
to toxic pollutants, and vessel noise and 
presence. Because of this, the regulations 
state that you stay at least 200 yards from 
these animals and do not impede their 
paths. The) 7 are notoriously curious and 
may come close to take a look at you, so 
be aware. Minke and gray whales are also 
known to frequent the area, and porpoises 
and seals are abundant. Watch the trees 
for bald eagles, and you might even 
glimpse a mountain goat or antelope on 
the bare face of Spiedcn Island, a vestige 
of its past history' as a game preserve. 

If you decide to take advantage of 
diis cruising wonderland, here are a few 
hints to reduce your chances of meeting a 
towing operator on the water. Remember 
that tides and currents are especially 
important factors when cruising this 
area. The normal tidal range is nine to 
10 feet, and local currents average about 
5 knots and in a few passes pick up to 12 
knots. August (or Fogust as the locals say) 
brings advection fog. While you might 
be tempted to believe the fog will burn 
off sometime around noon, that isn't the 
case. Advection fog occurs when moist air 
passes over a cool surface by advection

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wind) and is cooled. It is common when a 
warm front passes over cooler water, as is 
the case in the San Juans, so be prepared 
to navigate in the fog. Pay particular 
attention to the weather and the state of 
the tide. Happy cruising. □

Rescue Me Can your crew get 
back to the harbor without you? 
By Capt Michael Howorth 



he nightmare of every pas- 
senger aboard a light air- 
H craft is that the pilot will 

somehow be put out of ac- 
tion. It has happened be- 
fore in chilling fashion when 
a small private plane lost 
pressuri/.ation. Incapacitat- 
ed from hypoxia, the main 
man slumped over his con- 
trols. The passenger desperately pleaded for assis- 
tance over the radio. Despite help from oilier pilots 
and air traffic controllers, they could not turn off 
the autopilot to get the airplane to descend and 
they could not find an oxygen mask to buy extra 
time to figure it out. 

Readers will argue, "That was an airplane 
and it could not happen on a yacht/' but I have 
to disagree. I first went to sea back when we used 
sextants and have been around yachting ever since. 
Recently I went boating on a younger friend's yacht. 
He happened to be a diabetic. The first clue I got 
that he had messed up his medication was when 
he did not reappear from resetting the electronics 
circuit board in the engine room. I found him 
slumped on the floor plates, but the ship was still 
electrically dead. Being a security-conscious guy. 
[his captain had set up his boat to require a four- 
digit PIN to reactivate the electronics box. Try 
as I might I could not get power to the VHF or 
any other electronic device. Nor could I get the 
electric starter motors to turn. I was fortunate to

have still been within mobile phone range, and I 
was able to reach his secretary, who knew that he 
had the numbers (wail for if) written on the back 
of his desk diary! I got the boat started, called an 
ambulance and got it to meet me as I brought the 
boat alongside the dock. That incident ended well, 
but it could have been a lot different. 

Generally among those who go yachting, one 
person is the sailor and driving force behind the 
ownership of a craft. The other simply embraces 
boating with great enthusiasm and may become 
an expert. For others, boating remains a means of 
transport from A to B during the weekend or while 
on vacation. Some take great pride in knowing 
nothing about running the boat and love to relax 
and leave others to get on with it. Whatever the 
reason, there are many out there on yachts, 
especially couples on weekends, for whom one 
partner has not got a clue how to operate a boat. 

If you are the captain of such a boat, could your 
novice crew cope in an emergency? Would they 
know how to call for help? Could diey run die boat 
safely until help arrived or, at the worst, get the 
boat back into harbor? Some routines, like correct 
radio procedure, can be made simple by having an 
emergency list fixed on the bulkhead; other skills, such 
as steering die boat, must be practiced beforehand. 

If the captain suddenly drops to the deck 
unconscious, it is important that the novice crew 
knows that in fairly short order it has to: stop die 
boat, deal with die injury; ascertain die boat's position 
and summon help. Talking about such a possibility 
before you set off from the dock is a good idea. It is 
important to show your crew how to stop the yacht, 
how to read die GPS and how to use die radio. 

Unless the yacht is close to the shore or in a 
channel, simply slopping and letting her drift should 
be safe, at least temporarily. This will give time to 
deal with the unconscious casualty. Most people 
have had some emergency first aid training, but as 
always, having a crib sheet on how to perform CPR 
(cardiopulmonary resuscitation ) is valuable. 

The immediate reaction in an emergency Is to 
yell for help and then grab a mobile phone and 
call 91 1. The inexperienced would not know that 
the VHF is more likely to alert nearby boaters 
who could provide immediate assistance. Every 
yacht should have an emergency card permanently 
fixed beside the radio so anyone can follow the 
instructions and send a mayday message. 

Make sure everyone who sails aboard your 
yacht, even for just an hour, understands the value 
of radio and knows how to follow 7 the instructions. 
Then, with help on its way, the temporal")' captain 
can, while continuing to monitor die casualty, 
congratulate himself or herself on calmly handling 
the emergency. □

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LXJ I love the Brits, I love their warm beer and kidney pie, I love 
their cheerful cabbies and helpf ul bobbies, and I even love 
their often-soggy weather. And I love their boats. 

The Princess 61 is no exception. This model is like a 
breath of fresh air on a spring day in the English countryside. 
Although the Princess 64 is decidedly Euro in her swoops 
and curves, drawing her DNA more from Sophia Ixjren than 
from Margaret Thatcher, she is a lovely yacht and she will 
draw admiring looks whether the marina is in Ipswich or 
Block Island, Dubai or San Diego. 

The Bnls also know how to build boats. li s not just thai 
there was a lime when the sun never set on The Empire or 
^ that the Royal Navy once ruled the waves: it's more about 
being an island nation, surrounded by truly rough water. 
The English Channel has such appalling conditions that i( 
kept invaders at bay for centuries, even diough they could 
— clearly see the white cliffs of Dover. The North Sea? Just 
another synonym for nasty. Same for the Irish Sea. 

So British boats are built long on strong, and the Princess 64 is as 
tough as nails under dial silken exterior. Cleats, thoughtfully positioned 
handrails and die all-important lifeline stanchions are bolted through 
solid backing plates so there is never a question of strength. 

Anli-slip surfaces are excellent, but ihe Princess folks, true 
Brits at heart, know that a planked teak deck gives sure footing 
whether you're handling dock lines on a rainy day or fighting at 
the Batdc of Trafalgar. So standard equipment on the Princess 
64 includes a teak cockpit sole, teak on the bridge, teak on the 
swim platform and leak steps to the bridge and side decks. And 
this isn't just the usual skimpy teak veneer, but solid planks that 
will take all the abuse you can dish out. 



Horatio Nelson's flagship was wood, of course, but diat hasn't 
stopped Princess from embracing modern technology with full 
push-pull resin infusion throughout the 64 including not just the 
hull and deck, but ;dso the deck hatches, inner liners and all other 
ancillary pails. It also does something very smart: Clear gelcoat is 
used below the waterline so that any voids or Haws can be seen as 
soon as the hull pops out of the mold. Clear gelcoat also makes it 
much easier if repairs are needed, since any damage is visible. Above 
die waterline, Princess uses PVC coring for strength and insulation 
from bodi temperature and sound. 

So is the Princess 64 a new design? Well, sort of. She is, in fact, 
an evolution from die Princess 63, but it's a bit confusing because 
the 63 was actually 62 feel 6 inches, while the new 64 is 64 feel 
10 inches, or 2 feet 4 inches longer. The supposed length in the 
title doesn't reflect the gains made with the 64, which has a much 
larger cockpit with enough room for a wraparound settee rather 
than the usual bench seat against the transom, 

Both hulls (and, in fact, the entire Princess line) were designed 
by Bernard Olcsinski, and they have a comfortable, solid and 
reassuring seaworthiness under way Double strokes and a hard 
chine that rises above the waterline al the bow soften the ride in 
those square-edge seas of the English Channel, and they also roll 
the water out to the side rather than back in your face. 

Standard equipment includes a hydraulic/electric swim platform 
diat selves as die tender storage and launching system, which 
eliminates die need for either a bulky davit or a transom garage, 
w hich would Uike up interior room. (One owner is planning to put 
a 12-foot Boston Whaler on the platform, which gives you an idea 
of the space available. ) And, with the tender launched, the platlbrm 
makes a delightful semisubmerged ""beach" for swimming.

The cockpit, as I mentioned, benefits from the additional length 
with a full lounge, but before T gel to the flu fly interior, I have to 
admire die crew cabin. With no tender garage, there is mom for a 
duly civilized two-berth crew cabin complete with - - get this - - an 
en suite head with showersUill. This isn't the usual European crew cabin 
that would make solitaiy confinement at Alcatraz seem ap|iealing, but 
a comfy gctaxvay with an entry that doesn't make everyone move ofT 
the settee. Since the 64 would be a breeze for a couple to handle, the 
crew cabin would, I tliink, be perfect for a couple of teenagers who 
can play video games and loud music without disturbing anyone. 

Triple-frame sliding doors open the interior to the cockpit, and 
you must notice that tliis Is essentially a one-level fixing area: The 
salon incorporates the entertainment area, dining table, galley and 
lower helm in one seamless space. A pop-up TV is aft, facing a 
U-shape lounge xvith cocktail table, surrounded by the black cherry 
joinery on our test 64, though oak and walnut are also available. The 
finish is satin rather than the usual high-gloss finish found on many 
imported yachts, making it veiy easy to flawlessly touch up. 

The galley is open (sliders can partition it on the after side) and 
pleasant, with a stand-up Waeco refrigerator, oversize self-closing 
drawers and a dedicated crockery drawer perfectly fitted for the set 
of Princess china dinnervvare. One thing that you quickly notice 
if you poke around a bit on the 61 is that Princess does a superb 
job of using every bit of space to create useful stowage: under the 
settees, beneath counters, even under the cocktail table. 

The dinette comfortably seats eight, which 1 mention because 
so many manufacturers forget how many berths they have when 
creating the dinette. In this case, a pair of stools that store neatly 
under the forward berth proxide all the extra seating needed. 

The lower helm clearly comes from the nation that brings us the 
Aston Martin, with a pair of superbly upholstered leather bucket seats 
and a dashboard diat is easy to scan. Standard elecd"onics are a lull 
Simrad package, including radar, chart plotter and GPS, although 
our test boat had been fitted xvith Furuno as an owner's option. 

At the skipper's elboxv is a door to die side deck, adding to die 




ease of handling the 61 short-handed. But wait! This isn't just 
your usual pantograph door. First, it's made of carbon fiber so 
it's really light, and second, it closes with an electric lock, making 
the kind of whooshy noise I imagine astronauts hear as thev are 
sealed into their capsule. Way cool. 

I also have to note that the line of sight from the lower helm is 
exceptional. Because of the open nature of the salon, the skipper 
has only a teensy blind spot right behind his head (the fridge), but 
even die sight lines to die corner of die stern are good. 

The staterooms are everything you'd expect from a boatbuilder 
oxvned by Louis Vuitton Moet Hennessy. No, there's no Vuitton 
pattern on the seats and not a champagne bucket in sight, but it's 
pure luxe diroughout. Just getting to die cabins is an experience, 
from the gentle stairs with an atrium effect ox r erhead to the rails 
wrapped in exquisite stitched leather. 

The master stateroom spans the full beam amidships, with a 
stylish padded headboard for die king-size eenterline berth and 
huge ports that proxide a xiexv of the surroundings. A note on 
these ports: Rather than the usual separately fitted panes used on 
many yachts, Princess uses a massive single frame with its own 
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You're at a boat show and Joe Salesman is pitching you hard, 
using all the technolingo he can muster. At one point, he says, 
"And these are the very latest ACERTdieselsfrom Caterpillar." 
Huh? 

Caterpillar ACERT diesels, like those on the Princess 64, 
are the latest in a series of evolutionary and incremental im- 
provements made by Cat on its engines. As you may know, 
Cat engines power an immense number of trucks and con- 
struction machines, with the trucks alone accounting for 70 
million miles a day. A day! 

So it made sense for Cat to make its diesels as economical 
as possible. Enter ACERT. Cat threw more than $500 million 
at the project and wound up with more than 250 patents. But 
what does this mean to you, Mr. Boatowner? 

Engineers working on ACERT had to deal with 1 25 variables 
to find the optimum balance among reduced emissions, en- 
gine performance, fuel efficiency and, of course, durability. 

In the simplest terms, a Cat ACERT diesel provides two 
major advantages. First, the fuel system allows for multiple 
injections, called "microbursts," during each combustion 
cycle. This means that smaller amounts of fuel are injected at 
precise times, rather than just one big squirt that wastes fuel 
(and increases the emissions of unburned fuels). 

Second, a sophisticated air system brings more cool 
air to the combustion chamber, because cool air provides 
more power than hot air. A wastegate turbocharger ups the 
low-end response when you shove the throttles forward, 
and crossflow cylinder heads minimize the restrictions of 
airflow to the engine. 

Bottom line: The Caterpillar ACERT system provides a highly 
efficient engine that combines economy, power and durability.

mullions, recessed in the hull side for protection. 

The master hits the usual bureau, to starboard, but with a cute 
fillip: The vanity pulls out so the berth becomes the seat. To port 
is a chaise that Dr. Sigmund Freud w ould have loved in his office, 
and I give Princess great credit for hanging lockers that are full 
length. The master head features a teak sole and a huge shower. 

Forward, the VIP stateroom also has an en suite head with 
a circular shower and generous stowage. In between the two 
staterooms are a stacked-bunk cabin to port and a double-berth 
cabin to starboard with private access to the day-head with shower. 
The two berths slide together at the touch of a button to become 
a double, and the mechanism is neatly hidden too. 

The bridge is perfect for fine days, with a large settee (again 
for eight!), a wet bar/ galley with barbecue, refrigerator drawers 
and sink, and the predictable sun pad aft. This is a British yacht, 
after all, so the wind protection is exceptional, with a windscreen 
forward and Pcrspex dodgers alt that don't block the view. 

The skipper and a companion inhabit two helm seats behind a 
fiberglass console, and a bench seal opposite seats two more guests. 
And as elsewhere on the Princess 61, sturdy rails provide security. 

Power for our test boat was a pair of 1 , 1 50-horsepower Caterpillar 
G18 AGERTs, which are die most powerful of the three engine 
options. Smallesl is a pair ol 900-horsepower Volvo 1)1 :>s. will) ihe 
detuned 1 ,0 1 5-horsepower Cat C18 option in the middle.

TEST CONDITIONS: Speeds 
were measured by GPS off 
Riviera Beach, Florida, with flat 
seas and light winds, a full load 
of fuel, Vi load of water and 
four people aboard. Fuel con- 
sumption was calculated by the 
electronic engine-monitoring 
system. Sound levels were mea- 
sured at the helm. 
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The Brits may be cutting-edge in their construction, but they 
have chosen to stay with conventional shaft drives rather than join 
the rush to pud systems, for several good reasons. First, the system 
doesn't require any modifications to a well-proven hull, and second, 
shaft drives are easily serviced worldwide. Next, it keeps the engine 
weight amidships to reduce the bow angle, and last, it ;dlows for those 
spacious crew quarters plus a lazareltc for a generator and systems. 

That doesn't mean you lose any of die nimbleness atuibuted 
to pod drives, because Princess offers joystick controls that link the 
engines with die variable-speed elecuic bow thruster for one-handed 
control. Our test boat had the optional stern thruster, w hich links with 
die joystick as well, and, with the lot king function, the thrustcrs can 
be used to hold the yacht against a pier while docking short-handed. 

Performance of our test boat with the larger engines was 
surprisingly quick, which is a tribute to the light but strong 
construction and the slippery hull design. We topped out at nearly 
34 knots, averaged on two-way runs. That's not bad for moving 
some 33 tons - plus, in our case, full fuel and half water. 

Steering is sports-car easy, and, depending on how often you 



want to visit die fuel dock, she has a cruising speed of 27 to 30 
knots. Why give a spread? Because our test figures showed that she 
has exacdy the same range (257 miles: at either 26.7 knots or 30.8 
knots. Again, a tribute to a well-balanced and efficient hull 

The Princess 64 is imported by Viking Sport Cruisers, which 
takes the basic yacht and then greatly expands the standard 
equipment list. These upgraded yachts are built to Viking 
specifications to meet or exceed all U.S. Coast Guard, American 
Boat and Yacht Council and National Marine Manufacturers 
Association regulations and recommendations. 

Among the equipment added or changed by Viking Sport 
Cruisers is the upgraded Cat CI 8 ACERT engines, the electrical 
system (to U.S. 120 volts/60 Hz), central vacuum, upgraded 
generator (to 21.5 k\V), vacuum heads and a turnkey package 
including linens, china and cutlery. 

As you can guess, I liked the Princess 64 a lot. Built lough but 
luxuriously fitted, fast but seaworthy, she should be on your short 
list at the next boat show. □

FISHING 
PERFECTION 

The origins of the offshore tournament boat.

The Rybovich brothers built 79 boats in the next 28 years - a 



men go fishing their entire lives without knowing it is not fish they are after." 
This quote by Henry David Thoreau comes to mind when I see 
sport- fishing boats soaring to more than 100 feet in length. How- 
far we've come from die early days of die sport, when boats 
were built simply to chase billfish and tuna. These early designs 
crafted by Rybovich, Whiticar and Merritt challenge the popular 
notion that bigger is always better. 

"When folks go fishing these days, they don't want to leave 
anything behind ... the house ... the office ... the works," said 
Mike Rybovich, boatbuilder and son of Emil Rybovich, one of 
three brothers who were the first family of tournament fish-boat 
building. There is little argument among those who are fishy diat 
the modern tournament fish boat was invented in Palm Beach, 
Florida, at the Rybovich & Sons boatyard. 

The brothers Rybovich John, Tommy and Emil had 
grown up in their father Pops 1 service yard. "Uncle John loved 
to fish. ... A 26-foot boat the yard took in trade for an unpaid 
bill served as his test bed," Mike Rybovich said. Most credit 
John Rybovich with the invention of the modern fighting chair, 
aluminum outriggers and the tuna door. "Uncle Tommy was a 
genius in boat design and was always trying to figure out how- 
to make a hull more efficient/' Emil took Tommy's and John's 
ideas and made them work. "Dad was a born iroubleshooter and 
problem solver," Rybovich explained. 

By the late 1930s, die big game-fishing adventures of Zane Grey 
and innovations in tackle had inspired anglers to modify die cruisers 
of the day for deep-sea fishing This kept the Rybovich yard busy 
before the war, and it was this experience and a good customer (hat 
led to its first build in 1947. The 34-foot Miss Chevy //was designed 
to fish the Cat Cay Tuna Tournament she would be a teak and 
mahogany jewel box. A veteran of the tournament, John Rybovich 
explained to his brothers what was needed. Tommy came up with 
die drawings and Emil chose die power. 




team effort - sort of. "The notion that we were one big, happy 
boatbuilding family is not quite accurate," Rybovich said with 
a laugh. "My dad and uncles loved each other dearly, but like 
all siblings there was competition each wanted to be better 
than the other/' The most frequent conflict was between Tommy, 
the visionaiy designer, and Emil, the practical engineer. "Dad 
idolized Uncle Tommy but it bugged him that Tommy would 
never run the boats Dad did all the sea trials," Rybovich 
said. "No boat is perfect, and if Dad suggested a problem or an 
improvement, it would cause a major stink." 

Ultimately the brothers worked together and the boats evolved 
■ each a bit better than the one before. Today Mike Rybovich 
builds outstanding fishing boats 20 to date, from 24 to 78 feet. 
All have been built of cold-molded wood; however, Rybovich 
is considering other materials and is working on even larger 
designs. "For me it's all about a good result - a good boat."

About the time Pops Rybovich was settling in Palm Beach, 
Addison Whiticar arrived in Florida to fish commercially in the 
waters off Stuart just 40 miles north. As tourists Hocked to 
the area after World War II, wealthy anglers sought the services 
of Whiticar and his sons Curt, Jack and Johnson. Such were 
the humble beginnings of the Whiticar charter fishing fleet. 
Unlike Rybovich, Curt Whiticar created his first 1 1 boats for his 
personal use and the family charter business, said John Whiticar, 
Curl 's son. John Whiticar now runs the yard with his cousin Jim 
Dragscth. Jim's father,John Dragscth, helped Curt build the yard 
and the fleet. "By the early 1950s," Whiticar said, "our family's 
charter customers began commissioning their own boats. Most 
averaged about 38 feet in length and were very basic compared 
with what we build today." These early Whiticars were plank- 
on-frame construction. Most w ere powered with gas engines and 
ran about 18 knots. Whi dear's most recent builds are state-of- 
the-art tournament designs with cold-molded hulls and cored 
fiberglass superstructures. The yard's last two 76-footers cruised 
at about 30 knots. 

Brothers Buddy and Allen Merrill were veterans of the Cat 
Cay tournaments as well. They began building boats in 1955 
at their family's sendee yard 20 miles south of Ryboviclvs in 
Pompano Beach. "Uncle Buddy built the boats and my dad 
(Allen) managed the business he still comes to work today at 
age 89," said Roy Merrill, who has managed the yard since the 
mid- 1 970s. "Uncle Buddy was a pioneer in tuna fishing," 1 Merritt 



said. "Back then some skippers put seats atop the gin pole so 
diey could see. ... Uncle Buddy put a mast on the boat with a 
control station basically two ropes led through blocks to the 
bridge wheel. He looked like he was milking a cow up there," 
remembered Allen Merrill. 

"In 1955, Uncle Buddy finished a 34-footer my granddad 
had started," Merritt said. "She was designed and lofted by the 
Norseman yard in Miami." Buddy Merritt designed her cockpit 
and her graceful profile. "Uncle Buddy knew how a fishing 
boat should be." She was built for a charier guest, and Merritt 
remembered she cost about SI 7,000. The 34 grew to 35 and 
then became the iconic 37 Merritt. Her size was tailored to the 
fishery. "The whole idea of tuna fishing with big boats doesn't 
work; the fiat wake of the 37 was perfect. It was the boat to 
have, and we were fortunate to have the best crews fishing them 
at the time." In all, just 12 37s w r ere built, and all but two are 
still in service. The boats that followed the 37 were larger and 
just as successful. "In the 1970s I asked my granddad if I could 
build a boat using the jig we had for a 42 it seemed a lot 
better than painting bottoms," Merritt said with a laugh. The 
42 became the 43 13 were built. Three 53s, a 54 and a 55 
followed — all classics. 

Some captains say Roy Merritt can be opinionated when it 
comes to his boats, but that's a good thing. "It's true we build 
boats a certain way. . . . We feel it's the right way," Merritt said. 
"If someone thinks differently I'll listen, but they're going to have 
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If you care to know something 
about the history of Florida fish- 
boat building, you can't do better 
than talking to someone who lived 
it — all of it! After attending Curt 
Whiticar's 100th birthday party I sat 
down with him at his home to talk 
about boats. We chatted in his al- 
fresco art studio — he's painted for 
80 years. In between fishing with 

his family, Whiticar taught himself yacht design, studying 
Westlawn and reading Skene's £/ements of Yacht Design. 
"Most of what I learned was from observing other design- 
ers' mistakes," Whiticar said with a grin. He remembers 
watching the typical boats of the day struggle in the St. 
Lucie Inlet. "Dad had two customers with 34-foot Elcos 
— both broached." To avoid a similar fate for his boats, 
Whiticar crafted his designs with rocker in the fairbody 
line forward. "This gives you fuller, shallower sections and 
a forefoot less likely to hook in a following sea." Whiticar 
also prefers a modest keel and a hard chine — "makes a 
boat a little less clumsy in a beam sea." Whiticar insists that 
the most important thing is getting the weights and bal- 
ance right. "I designed my boats on paper, not on the shop 
floor." Whiticar designed and built around 60 boats, but 
his favorite is still the 33-foot Shearwater (right) he built for 
himself in 1937. "We commercial-fished her with short rig- 
gers and used kites and longer bamboo riggers for sailfish. 
It wasn't so complicated. ... The fish were everywhere!" 



to explain why different is better." 1 Merritt has advice for those 
thinking of* building a boat. "An old captain once told me that, 
if you figure a certain length boat is perfect, add 10 percent and 
it's a whole lot belter — T think he was right." Today Merrilt's 
72-, 78- and 86-footers are molded fiberglass and Kevlar with 
closed-cell fii;mi coring. If the right customer asks, Merrill will

consider building in wood, and he is currently finishing a cold- 
molded 66-footer. As for Merrill 's favorite boat, he won't say, but 
he owns a 42 he helped build 41 years ago. 

In my opinion, the fit, finish and sophistication of the modern 
tournament fish boat sets the bar for all yachts no matter the 
size or purpose. Does it make sense? "My dad would turn in his 
grave if he knew how much time we spend making engine rooms 
pretty he VI think we were wasting the customer's money,"' 
Rybovich said. Merritt agrees but added, "Our customers 
are allowing us lo be our best. ... We are very fortunate." For 
Rybovich, Whiticar and Merritt it's always been about satisfying 
those fishing for perfection. □

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Hold this thought by celebrated basketball coach John Wooden: 
"Itfs the Utile details thai are vital. Little things make big things happen." 

By the time I caught up with the new Hampton Endurance 
680 Long Range Cruiser, she was already on a tight schedule. If 
you're considering a boat designed and built to do some serious 
cruising, then it s completely understandable that you don't want 
to sit at the dock. And if her owner is like many of the other 
Hampton owners I've interviewed over the years, I suspect this 
boat's time at the dock will be quite limited. 

I felt the pressure while trying to shoehorn my way on board 
for my sea trial. The latest offering in the Endurance lineup had 
already made an appearance at the Eort I*uiderdale International 
Boat Show. Then she went through the detailing and cleanup 
from all the foot traffic, a pre-show aerial photo shoot, then an 
interior shoot and the final sea trial for the twin 873-horsepower 
Caterpillar C 1 8 diesels. Now her owner was chomping at die bit 
to get his hands on the wheel of his new boat and head over the 
horizon to the Bahamas. 

When 1 finally managed to get on board, along with Anchor 
Yacht's Forest Roberts, who heads up the Lauderdale-based 
Hampton dealership, Coach Wooden's words kept going through 
my head: "Little things make big things happen" 

Some of the Hampton's little things are actually big. The 
bottom, from die keel to six inches above the waterline, is a solid 
fiberglass laminate. The Kevlar- re i nforcecl collision zone extends 
from die bow area 1 2 feet all under water and then out to port and 
starboard another 12 feet. Among the n*uly little things I noticed 
is the way the legs of the stools at the portside island galley were 
secured. The two front legs fit neatly and securely into a cutout at 
the base of the counter, anchoring them to the island. 

"They'll never slide or tip over while she's under way or in a 
sea. Simple solution," Roberts said. Slick 

This small touch was just the first of multiple details I 
discovered on the 680. A unique latch on the door of the full-size 
refrigerator keeps the door closed in a pitching sea. There were 
screens on the easy-to-swing pantograph doors. I look particular 
note of die electrically operated and custom-fit designer blinds 
on the usual out-of-reach forward windows, which will effortlessly 
cut harsh sunlight. I found drains on the bridge deck seamlessly 
connected to overfills to prevent water from pooling topside. And 
die engine room air intakes were located on the inboard sides of 
the exterior's wide walkways, in order to significantly discourage 
sally mist from making its way into the machinery. 

Based on countless boat tests, IVe found this attention to detail 
almost always signifies that the big items will also stand out. And 
they certainly did on this Endurance. 

It's easy to extol Hampton's craftsmanship on the 680 ? s interior, 
what with the perfectly matching African makore cherry and 
flawless, high-gloss finish. The accommodations layout includes 
comfortable and fully finished crew quarters aft - - an area that could 
easily double as a private space for the children or grandcliildren of 
owner/operators. Our test model featured four staterooms and four 
heads, with sullicicni Mow age, peifeet for extended (Tuising. Severn! 
optional layouts are available. 

Topside, the spacious enclosed bridge, with dining and seating 
area, has almost 20 feel of open space extending from the back of

the house, while the main-deck cockpit has its own alfresco table 
and seating. In addition, there is a useful and well-placed day- 
head on the afterdeck. Put that all together with her Portuguese 
bridge and a salty profile, and this boat is ready to go. 

However, it was in her Soundown-insulated and air- 
conditioned engine room that I could truly appreciate die 
builder's attention to detail and safety. 

"Redundancy is one of the keys to our building philosophy" 
Roberts said. "We want and need our owners to feel and be safe 
w hile under way" 

To dial end, I found a hands-on-owner's dream space, with 
room to work on any part of the mains, gensets, pumps, or 
any other critical maintenance or service area, and the kind of 
backup systems that create an indisputable safety factor. 

For instance, there are two saltwater air-conditioning systems

The galley offers happy chefs plenty of stowage and the bonus of 
camaraderie — guests will be comfortable perching and watching. 

Willi two AC! circulation pumps. There are a pair of freshwater 
Headhunter pumps, one 1 10-volt and a backup 24-volt DC unit. 
Two power steeling pumps and a pair of heavy-duty pumps from 
the power-takeoff on the transmissions can drive the Wcsmar 
nine-square-foot fins, as well as both 33-horsepower bow and stern 
thrusters. The automatic oil-change system sen-ices the mains, 
the 23 and 15 kW Kohler gensets and both transmissions. There 
are eight 1 1 5-amp AGM marine batteries in boxes for the house 
system, a pair of 200-amp, boxed AGM starting batteries per engine 
and a 100-amp heavy-duty batteiy; also boxed, for each genset. 
Then there are a pair of shore-power isolation transformers with 
ISO boost, two 75-foot Glendinning Cablemasters and a 4 k\V 
inverter. Combine that with sturdy, no-nonsense construction and 
the Endurance 680 more than lives up to her name. 

With owner Ted Lange at die wheel, we headed out the inlet 
for our sea trial. 

"One important thing for me was to drive the boat head on 
into a sea of some size, just like those four-footers out there, 
and avoid die pounding we experienced on many of our other 
boats," Lange said. 

To his delight the boat proved very responsive and there was 
no pounding. W illi the stabilizers activated, she was comfortable 
even when we placed die boat beam to the swells. In following 
and quartering seas, the 680 also responded very well. " The 
rudders are large enough to steer the boat without any difficulty," 
he said. "I was pleased with the first sea trial and at no time 
experienced any negative attributes." 

Lange and his wife are veteran boaters. "We've had everything 
from 51 -footers up to a 151," said Lange, beaming a new-owner 
smile as we toured the engine room. 

"At this stage in our lives, being in our mid- 70s, we wanted a 
boat we could handle bv ourselves. We liked all we had heard 
and read about Hampton and decided to have a closer look. 
The size, interior arrangement and equipment were just what we 
were looking for. We were very impressed." In fact, the Langes 
are spending this winter aboard in the Bahamas. 

Lange also mentioned the input Roberts had with the factory. 
"Forest has had input on some suggested improvements with the 
facton - in China, and T think i( has taken most of those, as they 
certainly show up in the operation of die boat." 

Her performance numbers reveal another positive attribute: 
range. At 8.4 knots the 680 sipped fuel at a miserly eight gallons 
per hour. With a 2,000-gallon fuel capacity, diis equates to a 



A CONVERSATION 
WITH HOWARD 
APOLLONIO 



Long respected as one of the indus- 
try's most talented and capable marine 
architects, Howard Apollonio's track re- 
cord speaks for itself: design engineer and naval architect 
for the marine division of Sikorsky Aircraft; project engineer 
for Jacuzzi Brothers; chief naval architect for Teledyne; naval 
architect for Marine Construction & Design Co.; U.S. Navy 
engineering manager for Uniflite; owner and principal de- 
sign engineer for Apollonio & Associates; and president at 
Apollonio Naval Architects. We caught up with him to dis- 
cuss the design process of the Endurance 680. 

Yachting: What criteria do you use when approaching 
a project? 

Apollonio: I try to identify what the key issues are for the 
buyer and/or the market in which the boat is to function 

and compete. 

Yachting: When did you first consider designing for Hampton? 
Apollonio: Hampton Yachts' Seattle dealer approached me 
in 2004 in regards to refining a 58-footer ready for production. 
Yachting: How did you match the most efficient power re- 
quirements for use on the 680? 

Apollonio: It depends on understanding the mission or 
intent of the user. On the 680, weight and performance 
estimate cycles were done to identify power and speed 
combinations to suit the hull's potential. The Cat C18s ( at 
commercial rating, were chosen for their efficiency when op- 
erated at or below 1,800 rpm. 

Yachting: Hampton is known for, among other notable attri- 
butes, taking maximum advantage of space both inside and 
out. Given the finite space aboard the 680, for example, how 
does your design achieve this? 

Apollonio: The Endurance Series [yachts] are like two 
boats in one: a most seaworthy, efficient passagemaker 
combined with a no-compromise yacht possessing gener- 
ous living spaces. The roominess is the result of designer, 
builder and dealer teamwork, with care taken to provide 
generous headroom, walking/visual space, step heights, 
diverse sight lines, and passageway widths and logical 
traffic patterns. 




range of approximately 2,100 miles. "On the performance 
side, the 680 is all there," Roberts said. "You can gel the kind 
of economy and range you want from her as well as being able 
to get up and go should the weather or conditions warrant it." 
Indeed, we reached a top speed of 19.2 knots, and the twin Gats 
gave her a high cruise of 14 knots. 

If you put together all the little things aboard Hampton's 
Endurance 680 LRC, the result is one well-built, well-designed 
yacht with the right layout, appropriate balance between power 
and efficiency, luxurious accommodations and cruising abilities 
to get the job done in style. □

PC-based navigation software suffered from its 
own evolution, which added layers of software

that gunked up the architecture and reduced 
user "discoverability" and reliability Given 
his background as a key project manager of 
Microsoft's C++ (versions 5 and 6), Christian 
understood that the only way to gel the software 
that he personally wanted was to build a new 
system from the ground up. 

He started by creating a matrix of every 
conceivable feature that serious cruisers would 
want. He then began writing the software thai 
could support these needs, even if they weren't 
initially bundled with the program (e.g., weather 
information), while placing a high value on 
simplicity and usability. "Things should just work,*' 
Christian said of his software - - decidedly Jobsian 
speak for a man with a Gatesian background. 

When Christian wrote his Beta version, he had 
little intention of getting back into the software 
business, but when his friends remarked on how 
.stable, intuitive and easy the program was, he realized 
thai he had created a tool that could revolutionize 
die PC-based navigation market. Christian began 
working on a consumer version and (bunded Rose 
Point Navigation Systems in 2003. Coastal Explorer 
(uxtm coasfa/exp/ort'Knef) was unveiled in February 
2004 at the Seattle Boat Show, and the business 
began to grow, leasing offices and making hires. 

One fortuitous interview unfurled at the Seattle 
Yacht Club when Christian was randomly seated 
with Jeff Hummel, a former Nobeltec {cms.uobeltev 
.com) employee who was instrumental in creating 
the first radar overlay for PC-based navigation 
software, and for getting vector charts to 
run properly on the Nobeltec platform. The 
conversation swung to business, and Hummel 
started working full-time for Rose Point as director 
of sales and marketing in December 2004. 

"Being boaters, we know die features that people 
need we're not into frilly bells and wliisdes," 
Hummel explained, citing 3-D charts as an example. 
They aren't useful, he said. They look great at a boat 
show, but vou can't use them for navigation. Instead, 
Rose Point focuses on essentials, such as muting, 
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cruising-guide information, weather and 
tide information, and radar and AIS 
overlays, while maintaining an intuitive 
user interface. 

Since the beginning, Coastal 
Explorer has covered everything from 
the recreational market to sub-SOLAS- 
class vessels (e.g., inland towing, coastal 
towing and offshore oil and gas vessels:. 
"I was in Port Fourchon, Louisiana, 
talking to the captain of a commercial 
offshore-supply vessel about 16 months 
after the product went into the field," 
Hummel said. "They'd been running 
the software the entire time — 24/7 
with different operators using it. I 
asked if the program ever crashed 
the captain looked at me horrified and 
asked ''could it crash?" The only way you 
can achieve a track record like that is 
through clean architecture.' 1 

Christian's Microsoft background 
also instilled the value of thorough 
R&D prior to any releases. "We use an 
R&D model that's long on experience," 
Hummel said. "It's got to work and you 
don't want to release it until it's proven." 
As for hard miles, Hummel advised thai 
Coastal Explorer has rounded Cape 
Horn and has been used extensively on 
high-latitude cruises, despite a moniker 
that suggests otherwise. 

Also refreshing in the computer world, 
where Moore's Law - which states that 
the number of transistors on a chip roughly 
doubles every two years ■ still reigns, is 
that Coastal Explorer doesn't require a 
now-generation PC. This matters, since 
Rose Point's market research reveals that 
most boaters make six to 1 2 trips per year, 
plus two extended cruises. Minimize the 




necessity of upgrading and relearning 
software and hardware processes while 
maximizing usability, Hummel said, and 
you increase user confidence. "We're not 
relying on hard-wire acceleration for the 
graphics," he said. "We use what can be 
found in most computers." 

To demonstrate, Hummel presented 
Coasial Explorer 2011 on a dated- 
yet-capable Panasonic Toughbook. 
Here, Hummel showed how the 
program supports a wide range of 
cartography, including products from 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, Maptech and Navionics, 
as well as add-on utilities, such as Active 
Captain and Atlantic Cruising Club 
marina guides. Also handy is the ability 
to create both public and private blogs, 
which are hosted on a Rose Point website; 
users can write and edit offline and 
then click "synch" when they're ready 
to transfer data, saving time and money 
when Internet access is spotty. Hummel 
said that Coastal Explorer is the only 
PC-based navigation software to offer a 



"check-for-obslacles" routing function 
and the only one to offer an "infinite 
undo/ redo" option. 

While software put Rose Point on the 
map, the firm has also logged plenty of 
R&D hours on the hardware side of the 
equation. "We only do hardware to the 
extent that others do not," Hummel said, 
referring (o Ruse Point's limited-but- 
increasing hardware menu. An example 
is the NMEA 2000 Gateway, a NMEA- 
to-USB connection cable, which Rose 
Point purports is the easiest way to pump 
NMEA 2000 information into a PC. 'It's 
totally future-proof it only takes data 
from the bus." Hummel was careful to 
explain that the NMEA 2000 Gateway 
was designed to be forward-compatible 
because data processing is done on the 
PC, and not in the Gateway Other 
hardware offerings include the new 
NMEA 2000 engine interface, winch 
generates PC-compatible data from all 
engines, including older analog units, as 
well as original equipment manufacturer 
level GPSs and radars. 

Christian and Hummel envision more 
hardware releases, as well as an evolution 
of software that emphasizes Coastal 
Explorers clean architecture and intuitive 
user interface. An obvious upcoming 
release is an ifttd app thai will provide 
wireless access to Coastal Explorer. 
"1 he iPad is a paradigm sliiti," I lunnnel 
said. "People buy products to deliver 
information if an iPad is a belter wav 
to deliver that information, that's where 
people will go." 

Despite a stagnant economy. Rose 
Point has enjoyed robust growth. While 
the company is cagey about divulging key 
numbers (annual sales, number of clients 
or number of employees), Christian 
maintains that it has "enough people 
to get the job done," and Hummel let 
slip that 201 1 was the company's most 
successful year to date. 

Moving forward, Rose Point plans to 
continue creating products and features that 
appeal to boaters and enhance their on- 
the-water experience. Moreover, Christian 
will continue to integrate the best hardware 
and software philosophies from both 
Microsoft and Apple to grow his own Eden 
of cruising staples. "We'll continue to focus 
on serious cruisers," Hummel said. "Chart 
plotters can take people from Seattle to 
Bainbridge Island. We take them cruising 
long distances." □

Sunny Side Up After the initial 
expense, solar panels energize your 
boat free of charge. By George Sass Sr. 



lthough the economics 
of large-scale solar-en- 
ergy projects for com- 
mercial or residential 
installations continue 
B to be a challenge and 

sol ar- hy b rid- po we re d 
boats have proved to 
be overly complex and 
expensive, many pow- 
er and sailing vessels can benefit greatly from the 
use of solar energy to help manage their electri- 
cal power requirements. Solar panels help charge 
the house batteries while anchored or silting on 
a mooring, reducing or eliminating die need to 
run the generator. Several boatbuilders now offer 
solar-panel packages as options or standard equip- 
ment, and owners of older boats are adding solar 
panels to the charging systems. 

The simplest system for a small outboard- 
powered boat that you may have tugging on a 
mooring consists of connecting a removable, 
often flexible, solar panel directly to the boat's 
battery. This can help keep die battery charged 
to ensure that a bilge pump will function and that 
the engine will start after being left unattended 
for an extended lime. These small units cost less

than SI 00 and typically put out less than one 
amp during maximum sunlight, thereby not 
requiring an external charger/ controller to prevent 
overcharging. They simply keep the boat's battery 
topped off and are not designed to provide energy 
to power the vessel's electrical accessories. 

Permanently mounted high-output solar panels 
can be a significant source of power on larger 
vessels. Before choosing any panels or associated 
equipment you first need to determine exactly 
what you're tiying to accomplish, how much of 
an electrical load you expect the solar system to 
satisfy, and whether you need to modify other 
components of your vessel's electrical system. 
There's a huge difference between providing 
enough energy to run a few DC fans and lights 
at night versus keeping a household-size, 1 10-volt 
refrigerator running through a DC-AC inverter 
fed by a large house battery bank. 

High-output solar panels are connected to a 
charger/controller to ensure the proper charge 
level of your house battery bank. The size of this 
bank, in ampere-hour (Ah) capacity, determines 
which appliances you can run for a certain 
amount of time. To determine your daily energy 
requirement, find the current draw of each 
appliance at 12-volt DC (or 24-volt DC if your 
boat is so equipped), estimate how long each will 
run during a 24-hour period and arrive at a daily 
amp-hour requirement. West Marine provides a 
handy "electrical budget worksheet*' on its website 
at content, westmarme. com/ documents /pdfs/ElecbugLpdj. 

Instead of amp-hour ratings, you can also 
determine your energy needs measured in watts

by multiplying the voltage times the 
current. A 12-volt DC refrigerator 
compressor that draws four amps 
computes to 48 watts. Of course, 
remember lo estimate how long each 
appliance runs per day. My 12-volt DC 
Frigoboat refrigerator, which draws 3.5 
amps, is well insulated and runs about 
20 minutes every hour, so its daily 



requirement is 2ft Ah or 336 walls. 

On my 13-foot powerboat, running 
the refrigeration system and occasionally 
using the inverter to run a microwave 
oven, satellite TV system and a modest 
amount of lighting and electronics, I 
use 125 to 150 Ah per day. My house 
battery bank is 900 Ah, and while that 
sounds like a lot, remember that you 



can use only about half of your battery 
capacity before recharging is necessary. 
Also consider that the last 1 5 percent of 
a recharge takes a long time, so it's more 
practical to figure on having 85 percent 
of that 50 percent capacity available. 
The math tells me that I have about 
382 Ah to use before recharging- - about 
three days of energy 7 with modest use. 

My goal for installing a solar array 
was to gain another two or three days 
of energy, allowing me to anchor out for 
five days or more before I have to run 
the main engine to recharge. (I choose 
not to have a generator.) My extended 
cockpit rooftop was the ideal location for 
three permanently mounted solar panels 
that generate about seven amps each 
during maximum sunlight about five 
to six hours a day Each of these 130- 
watt panels measures 60 inches by 26 
inches. They are connected lo a 25-amp 
charger/controller, which is integrated 
into die electrical system. A link 

J 

monitor tells me how much energy I'm 
using and how many amp-hours remain 
stored in my house battery bank. So I 
am refilling my battery bank by 2 1 amps, 
less the number of amps I am currently 
using. The panels also provide a modest 
output a couple of hours before and 
after maximum sunlight, so on a sunny 
dav I can fill my battery bank with about 
100 Ah while using 150 Ah, for a net loss 
of 50 Ah per day Based on my 382 All 
usable capacity (out of 900 All), I can 
now stay on the hook for seven days. On 
cloudy or rainy days, the solar panels 
generate far less energy and I have to rely 
on my engine and high-output alternator 
to recharge my battery bank. 

When deciding w here to install your 
solar panels, keep them away from 
the radar dome, flagstaff and other 
structures that would cast a shadow 
on their surfaces. Even a small shadow 
signilican lly reduces power ou I pu I . 
Popular locations include the hardtop, 
Bimini top, radar arch, coachroof and 
deck. You'll want to be able lo reach 
them for routine cleaning, since dust 
and dirt lowers their output. Heat also 
degrades solar-panel output, so it's 
important to provide air circulation 
under them. Most solar panels use either 
a monocrystallinc or multicrystalline 
cell and have a tempered glass surface.

circulation underneath. 

You can mix and match different 
sizes of panels to maximize the overall 
solar footprint as long as they are of 
the same voltage. Just be sure that the 
charger/controller can handle the total 
output of your array of panels. When 
designing the system, it's better to err 
on the high side, filling as many panels 
as you can in the allotted space. Several 
days of cloudy or overcast weather can 
seriously diminish the system's output, 
as will a lower angle of the sun at 
certain times of the year. 

When selecting a system, you'll 
want to carefully consider all of its 
components to maximize performance 
and efficiency. Large battery banks 
require robust chargers, and an AC 
generator and/or a high-output 
alternator governed by a smart regulator 
ensu res r a pi d , efficient re c 1 1 a rgi n g 
when your boat isn't plugged into shore 
power. A digital battery monitor keeps 
track of power usage, charge rales and 
stored energy levels. Without such a 
device, you'll be in the dark guessing 
whether your batteries will last through 
the night. Xantrex {www.xantrex.com 
and Blue Sea Systems (www.bhiesea.com 
offer good, reasonably priced units. 

The prices of high-quality, marine- 
grade solar panels have actually 



stabilized. Typically, 1 30-watt panels 
that measure 60 inches by 26 inches 
cost between 8700 and S800 each — 
75-watt units cost about 8500. A 30- 
amp charger/controller is around SI 00. 
Today, the parts for a 390-watt system

like mine — three large panels and a 
charger/controller would cost about 
$2,500. Depending on the complexity 
of the installation, you can probably 
figure on spending at least that amount 
for the labor to properly install and 
connect the system. 

For roughly 85,000, I'm able to 
generate enough electrical power to 
run the appliances on my boat (except 
the water heater and air-conditioner) 
for about a week anchored out in 
sunny or partly sunny weather. Alter 
the initial investment, the sun's energy 
is free, but the biggest advantages are 
silence, absence of moving parts and 
no maintenance. With warranties of 20 
years or more on today's better solar 
panels, this is one green initiative that 
makes economic sense. □

QUAHOG COMPANION 

Quahogging is the harvesting of hard-shell clams, the quahogs of southern 
New England. Since Indian times, quahoggers have treaded through waist- 
high, muck-bottom water, bending over to pick up any smooth object they 
feel with their feet. Bare feet are best used, but that risks getting cut by 
broken shells or bottles. Merrell Barefoot has added amphibious shoes to 
its foot-forming Glove line, perfect for quahogging and a variety of boating 
circumstances. For example, stand-up paddling, beach landings and island 
exploration each would benefit from the tactile sensibilities of bare feet but 
with the protection and grip of a Vibram sole. The Barefoot Water line features 
two styles each for men and women — laced or strapped — including the 
Rapid Glove ($100) shown here.

NITROX BOB 

ADVANCES DIVE TECH 

"Nitrox Bob" Olson 
earned his nickname the 
old-fashioned way, by 

combining passion and profession. Olson's company 
is called Nitrox Systems, a reference to the enriched 
oxygen mix used by serious divers. Yachting recently 
caught up with Olson, one of scuba's living legends, 
at his office in Santa Rosa, California. 

Yachting: Bob, what kind of experience enables you 
to call yourself Nitrox Bob? 

BOB OLSON: I have been an avid scuba diver 
since 1974, and in 1995 1 began hearing about 
the introduction of nitrox as a breathing gas for 
the recreational diving market. I realized that the 
semipermeable membrane technology I had been 
successfully using since 1984 in the design and 
development of my nitrogen systems worldwide 
could be used to produce nitrox. In 1996, 1 formed a 
company to apply my years of experience to the design 
and production of quality nitrox membrane systems 
for the diving industry. When I answered the phone, 
I would say "nitrox," followed by a short pause, and 
then "Bob." It wasn't long before my customers started 
calling me Nitrox Bob and the name spread throughout 
the industry. Fifteen years later my systems are found 
on live-aboard dive boats, dive resorts, scientific 
expeditions, universities, military bases, NOAA ships 
and many of the largest yachts in the world. 

Yachting: There's an old saying that cruising 
yachtsmen tend to shed three things in their 
voyaging — bicycles, sailing dinghies and scuba 
tanks — because each proves inconvenient in its 
own way. In the case of scuba, tanks are a pain to 
store, and where do you put the compressor? What 
are you doing to fight that trend? 

OLSON: Space, power and heat are always issues to 
consider when adding a dive compressor, especially 
on smaller yachts. Water-cooling a dive compressor 
allows you to mount it in the hot engine room or 
other poorly ventilated spaces that would dramatically 
shorten the life of a standard air-cooled compressor. 

Yachting: What, if any, new innovations should we 
expect in compressor technology? 

OLSON: The NS 450 WC is currently the smallest 
water-cooled compressor available at 5 horsepower 
and 3.75 kW. This year we are introducing the 
smaller NS 350 WC — 3 horsepower and 2.3 kW. 
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"AIRING" ON THE SIDE OF 
CAUTION 

The Nitrox Systems 450 WC 
($24,900) was designed to 
address a dilemma for scuba- 
diving yachtsmen. They need to 
fill their tanks but would rather 
mount their air compressors 
discretely, out of sight like other 
ship's machinery. The problem 
is that traditional air-cooled 
compressors work better in 
open air. In a ship's engine room, 
they run too hot, shortening 
their working life and potentially 
creating a carbon monoxide 
hazard as lubricating oils cook. 
According to Nitrox Solutions, 
water-cooling is the answer, 
because it allows the safe 
installation of a high-pressure 
compressor in tight, hot spaces, 
such as an engine room or ship's 
locker. The smallest water-cooled 
compressor in the world, the NS 
450 WC, runs cool even when 
engine room temperatures rise 
by more than 100 degrees. And 
Nitrox Solutions specializes in 
customizing its systems to fit in 
the oddly shaped spaces typically 
found on yachts.

HEAT BEATER 

Thousands of years ago, 
camel herders learned that 
soaking their water bags made 
for a cooler drink. Today's 
misting systems use the same 
"desert-water-bag effect" to 
keep humans cool in summer. 
Lately the evaporative cooling 
concept has been adapted 
for boats by a company 
called Mist-er-Comfort, which 
says it can lower cockpit 
temperatures as much as 25 
degrees.

Exploring the Greek islands aboard a yacht like Helios is unbeatable; 
the village of Naoussa on Paros is spectacularly pretty (opposite). 
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n my mind's eye, I have always seen Greece as whitewashed 
houses trimmed in bright blue, clinging to craggy shorelines 
in the light of a blindingly bright sun. Gorgeous, of course. 
But what I found when I finally went is diat Greece is 
exacdy as I imagined it and yet much, much better. 
We met Helios, a 1 1 5-foot Falcon motoryacht, in Poros, 
a tiny island in the Saronic Gulf that's just a stone's throw from the 
mainland. The waterfront diere was smdded with charming shops, 
and the hills as we passed through the channel to the sea were 
thick with pines. This island is believed to have been inhabited 
since the Bronze Age, and I was sorry not to have more time to 
explore. But we were on our way to the nearby island of Hydra. 

Hydra also lies in die Saronic Islands. No cars, trucks or 
motorized vehicles '.except garbage trucks!': are allowed here. The 
lovely town is wrapped around the harbor, so it's easy to travel by 
foot, bike or donkey Every drop of water that die island needs is 
imported (ironic, considering hydra means water), and despite its 
super chic ambience, it has a rugged, spare sort of beauty. Once a 
great shipping center, it was known as "Little England," though of 
course both the food and the weather are much belter. 

We continued on to Syros, which is the administrativ e center 
of the Cyclades and an island that's less visited by international 
vacationers, though many Greek tourists vacation here. Perhaps 
that's why I immediately loved it - it had a busding commercial 
center along the waterfront and a shy beauty that didn't clobber 
me over the head like its postcard pretty neighbors. Behind the 
street that runs along the natural port of Ermopouli, though, we 



walked streets paved in stone and marble past ancient churches 
and up through the hillside neighborhood of Vaporia, which is 
studded with neoclassical captains' houses overlooking a stunning 
sea vista. In the evening we strolled through the ancient hilltop 
streets of Anos Syros and stumbled upon a traditional taverna, 
empty except for the owner and a bouzouki player strumming 
rebetiko songs. Michael Skoulikidis, CEO of charter company 
Atalanla Golden Yachts and our host aboard Helios, explained 
that rebetiko is a form of folk music that focuses on die travails of

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working people - and in Greece's current climate of austerity it 
is experiencing a real revival in popularity. 

We got off to a late start on our way to Paros the next day because 
die poit was closed due to high winds and rough seas. Eventually 
we were under way, and die beauty of Helios' twin Ml Us became 
immediately apparent. Clausing at 23 knots, we barely had to alter 
our agenda. Aboard a sailboat, we would have been forced to skip 
ahead. (And trust me, you do not want to miss Paros!) Though I 
had always imagined myself cruising the Greek Islands aboard a 
sailboat, as thousands of lucky Europeans do each year, I would 
plan on that only if 1 had a couple of months to enjoy carefree, 
leisurely exploration, the fantastic line-of. sight navigation and the 
seasonal winds. On a typically pitiful vacation of "normal" length, 
the frustration of being able to sec so little when there arc more than 
6,000 islands in Greece would drive me to tears. 

Heliosw'as an ideal yacht for our purposes. Incredibly comfortable 
in both ride and amenities, this 2010 build was furnished in a

neutral, contemporary style that is elegant yet inviting. 

The afterdeck has a dining table for eight. Glass doors lead to 
the main salon, which features a living area aft and dining area 
forward — and large windows all around never let you forget 
where you 're cruising! An en suite double cabin is forward on the 
main deck. There are two more en suite queens and two en suite 
twin cabins below. One nice note: Though the three doubles are 
not exactly the same (the master is the amidships stateroom), they 
are very similar in size, fit and finish, which is really convenient 
when you're sharing the charter with friends. No one will ever 
feel shortchanged. 

Outdoor space on Helios was lovely My trip was in March, 
and though the skies were mostly clear and sunny, it was chilly. 
We couldn't take full advantage of Helm comfortable flying 
bridge, ample swim platform and abundant water toys. 

But plenty of ouzos and mezes made up for that. The cuisine 
we were served aboard Helios was heavy, but charterers can 
request lighter, less "fancy" fare and I'm confident the chef 
would be happy to oblige. You couldn't do better while in Greece 
than to eat the way the Greeks do ... flavorful local vegetables 
and simply prepared fresh grilled fishes and meats. I could drink 
shots of the lusciously fruity olive oil. 

The most unexpected aspect of Greece, for me, was die

diverse character of the islands. I have to admit that I thought 
Poros was lovely, Hydra was enchanting and Syros was the best. 
And then we arrived in Paros. Let's put it this way: It is here that 
I ran to die laptop to research how much a small Cycladic-style 
house in the waterfront town of Naoussa would cost. Sigh. 

Paros is not undiscovered, alas. And why would it be? 
Cobblestone streets that wind between whitewashed houses 
wrapped in bougainrilleas, lovely chapels, charming tavernas ... 
unable to stay, I am still determined to go back, again and again, to 
see the many beaches and towns of Paros we didn't get a chance to 
explore. lis neighbor Anliparos is also reported to be beautiful and 
a favored retreat, apparendy, of Hollywood glitterati. 

Our last stop was Mykonos, which I was fully prepared to greet

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onsidcr, if you will, the bones of a fish. First 
there's the spine, running straight and strong 
from one end to the other. Then there are all 
die litde bones that splay out from die spine on 
both sides, the ones that push at unruly angles 
and arc around organs and muscles. 
I tend to consider these bones only at the dinner table, when 
they're stuck in my teedi, but the masons who centuries ago built die 
civilization on Korcula thought about them. The Croatian island 
is at the constant mercy of the elements, so the masons embraced 
their low-King attachment to the Adriatic Sea and designed their 
stone si reels like fish bones. The main si reel runs straight from north 
to south like a wide backbone that supports the shops and cathedral. 
But the east and west streets are staggered so that they don't line up 
on either side of the main street, and the eastern streets also curve. 
In winter, when chilling winds blow from die east, die strongest gusts 
are stopped like criminals in blind cornel's. In summer, when gendc 
breezes arrive from the west, they run clear to the main street and 
provide natural air conditioning in die town square. 

"Our masons thought about quality of life," guide Andrea 
Tedeschi told me as we meandered atop marble steps polished 
smooth by generations of countless sandals. "They staggered the 
le\-els of the houses and balconies too. so people didn't have to 
look inside each other's windows. They even thought about the 
balconies when xiexved from below. The bottoms arc solid with 
beautiful carx'ings. sn the eye will be on that instead of where it 
should not be xvhen a lady in a dress is standing outside." 

The consideration about how Korcula's layout would actually 
be used was as refreshing as the late-September sea breeze across 
the town's old stone steps as I stood within plain view 7 of the 146- 
foot Feadship Hark. The 2007 build was docked in a spot that 
has welcomed seafarers since die era well before Christ, standing 
like a new testament to the idea diat form and function should 
indeed be considered as one.

Hmie y you see, was built for an American businessman who 
wanted beautiful spaces that, like die streets of Korcula, serve distinct 
puiposes. He enjoys cruising and offering his yacht for charter by 
families and friends, but he also uses her as a magnet for moguls. 

"He believes that if he can get five minutes one-on-one with 
the right person, the conversation can be worth millions of 
dollars to his business," Capt. Paul Edmonds says. "But to get 
those fixe minutes, he has to gel the person on board the boat. So 
he goes around St. Tropez and invites the guys he wants to meet, 
plus all of their friends. We often do parties for 200 or 300 guests 
rotating on and off the boat in a single night." 

Because of this mission, Hark is arranged differently from a lot 
of charter yachts in her class. The bottom deck, which on many 
motoryachts houses the majority of guest cabins, is entirely 
devoted to crew. They can move wherever they need to be, stow 
whatever quantity of provisions are required and keep service 
flowing even xvhen the yacht is congested with guests. 

Harles main deck, as with many motoryachts, starts forward 
with a large master suite. From there, diough, she is primarily 
dedicated to the other four guest cabins. They have the kind of 
ttoor-to-cciling windows that are typically enjoyed only by the 
lead charter guest, and they provided a magnificent frame for

Croatia's stunning views. The cabins on this deck leave no space 
for a formal dining room, but our group didn't miss it. The rest 
of the main deck Is a salon with an inviting bar followed by the 
afterdeck, which is entirely open to serve as a greeting area. 

On the bridge deck too, /lark's design is true to her 
purpose. There is an outdoor dining table, as well as sliding 
doors that lead to what is traditionally a sky lounge — but 
aboard Hark, the teak sole continues all the way to the 
bulkhead, in anticipation of visitors spilling a bit of red 
wine. Tables and chairs are modular to allow for everything 
from boardroom-style conferences to cocktail-hour hors 
d oeuvres. Large windows can be opened to keep air 
circulating among dancing crowds. 

"We are set up and well trained for events,*' Edmonds told 
me, "but for charter, we are not interested in wild and crazy 
parties. We like families and people who want things like 
birthday or anniversary parties. We love nice people having a 
good lime, and we're good at providing it." 

That was certainly true during my time aboard. I found 
Hark to be wonderfully comfortable for a "regular" charter 
with just seven guests, especially on the sun deck, where the hot 
tub and sun pads are terrific. Hark is, after all, a Feadship, and 
she embodies the quality construction and interior elegance for 
which the Dutch shipyard is renowned. From the soundproofing 
to the zero-speed stabilizers and the state-of-the-art Apple 
media, system, Hark offered a delightful ambience. 

I also found Edmonds and his crew to be charming

The main deck houses a master 
and four guest cabins. 
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On the Croatian island of Korcula, one of the favorite local 
pastimes is sitting on a long stone slab next to St. Peter's 
Church. The slab offers a clear view of the house where Marco 
Polo is said to have lived. 

Polo was short, as evidenced by the (lack of) height in the 
door frames and staircases. Tourists who climb to the upper 
floors arrive with hunched backs, wobbly legs and a mindset 
of just making it to the top already. Their reward — a mag- 
nificent view across the town — comes only after they step 
outside and walk up a stone staircase that is protected by a 
stone overhead, at about the 6-foot mark. 

It's this staircase that the locals down in the square keep their 
eyes trained upon. "If you just wait five or 10 minutes," one told 
me, "somebody knocks their head and it's good for a chuckle." 

So I sat there in the square next to the church, lined up 
next to my fellow charter guests like hecklers before a com- 
edy club stage. We placed bets on which tourist would falter 
first and let out quiet gasps as tall men realized they should 
duck at the last minute. 

Then came the man in the black T-shirt. He was at least 6-foot- 
2, and he didn't see the slab coming. The sound of his noggin 
smash echoed down into the square, where our group let out a 
loud whoop and then felt com- 
pelled to shush one another 
while laughing hysterically. 

To the poor fellow's credit, 
he looked down through the 
stars circling his head, realized 
he was playing to an audience 
and took a gracious bow. 
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professionals who welcomed the idea of getting to know a small 
group and exceeding its every expectation in terms of food, service 
and smiles. They can do intimate, elegant gatherings just as well as 
they do massive parties, as evidenced by our four-course dinners 
with beluga caviar, Wagyu beef and fresh foie gras. 

As you read this, Hark is in Florida completing her five-year 
survey and getting a new paint job. She'll spend this coming 
summer in the Western Mediterranean with a visit to the 
Olympic Games in T/jndon (what belter place to hold a bash?': 
and then likely will go to the Caribbean for the winter 2012- 
13 charter season. During summer 2013, the crew told me, it's 
hoped that Hark will return to Croatia where there's less 
hobnobbing and a great deal of picturesque solitude. 

One-week itineraries (in keeping with Croatian charier laws) can 
run from Venice, Italy, to Dubrovnik, Croatia, or from Split, Croatia, 
to Kotor, Montenegro. This region is filled with experiences that 
arc fast making Croatia a favorite Eastern Mediterranean yachting 
destination. My favorite spot was Dubrovnik, where the hourlong 
w alk around the ancient stone wall was one of the most majestic 
of my life. Others in our group were just as mesmerized by Kotor. 
"The Bay of Kotor is impossibly beautiful," says Ann Landry, 
a longtime charier broker wiih Norlhrop & Johnson. 
"It's in my all-time top five places, up there with 
the Maori house in \ew Zealand's Bay of Islands, 
the Lost Man Trail on the Continental Di\ide and 
the Taos Pueblo in New Mexico. It just feels very 
spiritual there." 

One might argue that nature built the place, 
like Feadhip built Hark, with a purpose. In either 
case, it's hard to argue with perfection. □

Island Fever 

Where yacht and private island meet

pal of mine who owns a 
large expedition yacht sent 
me a clipping from a ma- 
rine trade rag heralding a 
breakthrough in marine 
design the Yacht Is- 
land. A colorful illustration 
of the computer modeling 
of die yacht ... er ... is- 
land had nearly caused my 
friend to wet himself. I remained continent and continued 
reading The "superyacht industry"' is big on awarding 
itself for its vision, and something called the SYOG (Su- 
peiyaeht Owners Guide! had chosen die Yacht Island as 
die winner of its Superyacht Design of die Future award. 
Good God . . . could an island be die future of yachting? 

"The majority of yachts have evolved to the traditional 
form diat has derived from millennia of engineering and 
naval architecture/' the designers explained. OK, what's 
wrong with that? The Yacht Island's design has been 
developed "free from such restrictive thought" uh- 
oh! The winning design, called Utopia, looks something 
like a giant smoke detector atop four Chippendale table 
legs. Measuring 213 feel high and 328 feet in length 
and beam, she (if a Yacht Island is a she) would have 
a beam-lengdi ratio of one diink oil rig. Thrusters 
would move the Yacht Island about at low speed, 
allowing her skipper to "redeploy." With 1 1 decks and a 
13th floor observatory Utopia would have enough space 
for an enure "micronation," her designers suggest. I'm 
guessing that's plenty of room for freeloading friends, 
rotten kids iuid mother(si-in-law. 

While Utopia caught the judge's eye it was the 90-meter 
Tropical Island Paradise diat moved my pal. Its design, said to 
be inspired by die islands of the Caribbean, Indian Ocean 
and Polynesia, seems die sort of boat George Jetson would 
design Tor Fred Flinlstone. The hull looks a bit like die 
headquarters of Spacely Sprockets while the main deck is 
laid out like die town of Bedrock with thatched-roof huts 
and a lagoon fed by a w aterfall cascading from a volcano. 
The volcano has an owner's suite. Even Gilligan and the 
Skipper would be comfortable aboard because die diesel/ 
electric-powdered Tropical Is/and Paradise is capable of more 
than just a three-hour cruise! My pal insists that Iris Tropica/ 
Island Paradise would have an active volcano spewing nubile 
young women and ice-cold Kalik I like that. 

Those interested in something a bit more upscale might 



be moved by the 155-meter Streets of Monaco model, which 
the designers suggest 'takes the streets of Monaco to sea" 
- no tsunami required! Diesel /electric power will give her 
a cruising speed of 1 5 knots, and her small-waterplane- 
area twin hull (SWATH) has allowed the "exploration 
of bold and daring design ideas without the restrictions 
of a conventional hull shape." These days a yacht diat 
looks like a yacht is well passe! Tired of personal 
submarines, paddle boards and PYVGs? No worries, the 
Streets of Monaco lias a fully functioning go-cart circuit, and 
as you lap your principality you can blast past die bell stand 
of your own Hotel de Paris. On the upper deck you'll find 
Casino Square and aft Port Hercule Harbour, which has 
a depth of 10 feet — perfect lor the swim-up bar. The 
princes palace? Your master stateroom, of course! 

If Monaco isn't enough I suspect the dreamers that 
came up with the Yacht Island will lie glad to model you 
a Super Yaehi Island perhaps the Island of Manhattan? 
Imagine five boroughs of pleasure all for yourself. Be 
prepared it will cost you a bit more than beads. 
According to estimates, the first lucky yachtsman to catch 
island lever will have to pony up close to a billion bucks for 
the Streets of Monaco with all the options. 

I've been diinking diat instead of a Yacht Lskuid Fm 
going to model an Island Yacht. A modest cluster of coral 
with four decks and an Awlgrip paint job. Imagine no 
dockage, fuel or bottom paint. Now diats vision! □
